A CITIZEN OF CHICAGO COMES TO LIFS 
Corrin. 


One of the most remarkable episodes that 
has every occuried io the life of Frank Mubl- 
besch, happened on yesterday. 

A few days ago Mr. Mublibesch was taten 
saddenly ill at his residence. His disease 
was of & very azute nature, and in spite of all 
the efforts of his physicans, he died after a 
brief illness, avd bis sorrowing friends made 
ready for the funera’,) Aa undertaker was 
summoned and the body properly laid out, 
and on yesterday the funeral service took 
place from his late residence. After the 
customary services bad been performed and 
the sorrowing relatives bad taken their last 
look of the deceased, the coffin-lid was screw- 


wards the quiet confines of Graceland ceme~ 
tery, where the body was finally lowered sad- 
ly into the grave which bad been prepared 
for it. The last prayer had been offered and 
the last solemn service repeated, whea just 
as the sexton seized hig spade and was about 
to drop the first shovelful of earth upon the 
coffin, ¢ sound, something like a stif-d groan, 
followed by a scratehing noise, as if the dead 
man was trying to release himeelf from the. 
confines of his narrow house, was heard ‘pro- 
ceeding from the stillopen grave, For ao 
instant every heart stood still, and the blood 
of every listener seemed to cardle in bis veins. 
The women screamed avd bastened towards 
the carriages, while the men were not slow 
in following them. [aan instant the sexton 
was the only man left at the ‘grave, and be 
too trembled at hearing what he had never 
beard before. Finally he recovered presence 
of mind enough to descend into the grave and 
break open the rough box in which the coffin 
was encased. Then the noise was repeated, 
and be knew that the occupant of that grave, 
who io a few moments more would have been 
consigned ton horrible death, and whem bis 
friends had already mourned as dead, was 
still alive and anxious to be set free. A 
serew-driver was soon procured from the un- 
dertaker pres’ nt, and the cofiin-lid removed, 
when its occupant, ingtead of being cold and 
dead as he had appeared when last seen, was 
found to be once morealive. His friends, 
who had by this time recovered courage 
enough to return to the grave, were of course 
almost overjoyed at this strange unexpected 
turn of affairs,and bastened to rescue the late 
deceused from his unpleasant quarters aod rc~ 
moved him to one of the carriages in waiting, 
where he was rolled of is a plentiful supply 
of biankets and lap-robes, aod the friends 
who had lately followed him sorrowingly to 
the grave now hastened joyfully towards their 
homes. The rescued man was. so overcome 
on being rescued from his perlous position 
that he was for a long time unable to speak, 
and what bis feelings were while undergoing 
barial, or whether be was cénscious at all or 
not antil the last moment when he 

to signify that he was still alive is uot 
known.—Chicago Times December lst.
